In June, 1928, Lundborg few from 
Spitzbergen, landed on a polar ice 
floe where the Nobile party was 
stranded, took Nobile aboard and flew 
back. 

He returned to pick up other mem- 
vers of the Itallan party but damaged 
his plane in landing and was unabie 
to get away. A fortnight later he was 
saved by a colieague before the Rus- 
sian icebveaker, Krassin, rescued the 
rest of the party. 


Probe Mystery Of

geology was prepared and. the wells 
and springs of the nearby region 
studied. An area of springs 14 miles 
north of the city was recommended. 
The city has since drilled nine test 
wells, three of which each have a 
natural flow of half to three-quarters 
of a million gallons a day 

During the summer of 1930 the 
water problems of Moose Jaw were 
studied by the department in order to 
locate an additional supply. A good 
artesian area was discovered about 23 
miles northwest of the end of the pre- 
line at Sandy Creek. Wells 
have been flowing in this area for 15 
years and a very large supply is avail- 
able Eventually this artesian basin 
may prove to be a suitable source of 
water supply for the city of Moose 
Jaw, say the geologists.

AN INSTANCE IN PROOF 


While Saskatchewan farmer organiz- 
ations and members of the legislature are 
demanding free trade, the Central Al- 
berta Wool Growers’ Association, at the 
annual meeting at Lacombe, decided to 
ask the Dominion Government “to take 
immediate steps to prevent the importa- 
tion of mutton, lambs and wool into Can- 
ada from other countries, more especially 
from Australia and New Zealand, unless 
importations are subject to proper regula- 
tions that will proiect Canadian producers 
from unfair competition.” 

Sir John Macdonald is credited with 
once having observed that Canada is not 
an easy country to govern, Premier Ben- 
nett is probably disposed to agree with 
him at this juncture. 


ANOTHER “INCIDENT” 

The dependents of Captain Cluett of 
Lunenburg, Nova Scotia, killed by a shell 
from a United States revenue cutter while 
operating a rum-running vessel off the At- 
lantic coast, are of course entitled to com- 
pensation if the affair occurred outside 
the twelve mile limit. And no doubt, if 
that is established, the Government of the 
United States will pay damages to them; 
and to any other parties who may have 
legitimate claims. 

As for Cluett himself, he only got what 
he asked for, and Canadians. will shed no 
tears over him. He deserves no recogni- 
tion except that he did what he could to 
associate Canada with violation of the 
laws of a neighboring and friendly coun- 
try. His death may help to convince other 
crooks of the same type that they are en- 
gaged in a dangerous business, though 
the profits of the trade are probably large 
enough to make them willing to continue 
to take the risk, as he did. 


SELLING IN THE HOME 

The time to advertise is when ad- 
vertising is needed; when buyers are few 
and the buying public reluctant and dis- 
criminating; when people have to be 
shown why they should buy now rather 
than wait until some future time, and why 
they should buy at one store rather than 
at some other store. 

When the streets are thronged with 
neople who are bent on buying, enough of 
them may drift through the door to enable 
a merchant to do sufficient business to 
keep going without the expense and the 
trouble of advertising his wares. But this 
casual trade is now at low ebb. The buyer 
at present usually knows when he leaves 
home what he is going to buy and where 
he is going to buy it. 

Usually, too, he or she has reached 
that decision as the result of reading the 
advertisements in the paper of the evening 
before. The merchant who does not 
advertise was simply not in the picture 
while that decision was being made. He 
has lost the sale before the business day 
opens, and his advertising competitor has 
secured it. 

The real selling today is not being 
done in the stores. It is being done in the 
home, when the householder and his wife 
sit down in the evening to discuss the 
family requirements and scan the adver- 
tising columns of the newspapers to see 
where these requirements can be bought 
to the best advantage. The merchant who 
is not represented in those columns does 
not enter into the calculation, unless 
persona] or sentimental reasons exist for 
patronizing him, Naturally the merchant 
who keeps his name and his goods day 
by day before the attention of the reading 
public is the one who gets the bulk of the 
business, 


WHY NOT A “PEGGED” PRICE 
LIMITED? 


A “pegged price” for wheat, as asked 
for by the delegates to the U. F. A. con- 
vention, would simply mean that the Do- 
minion Government in one way or an- 
other would undertake to pay a bonus to 
the wheat-grower sufficient to give him a 
price equivalent to seventy cents a bushel 
for No. 1 Northern wheat delivered at 
Fort Wix:am. By whatever route the goal 
was reached, that is what the procedure 
would amount to in the end. The grower 
cannot get seventy cents a bushel for 
wheat without someone paying that 
amount, and since the consumer oversea 
will not pay it, the taxpayer must make 
up the difference under a “pegged” price 
arrangement, 

Any permanent policy of bonusing 
wheat-production in Canada would be a 
short and certain road to national bank- 


+ 


ruptcy. Even a general policy of paying a 
bonus of the amount required on the whole 
crop of last season would make an ap- 
palling drain upon a treasury that is al- 
ready in prospect of winding up the year 
with a deficit of $100,000,000. That 
course would also have the effect of set- 
ting a precedent which would be made the 
basis of a more or less wide demand for 
similar action should next year's prices be 
unsatisfactory. 

But there is no getting away from the 
fact that real hardship exists among the 
wheat-growers; that many of them had 
no crop at all, and that many who had a 
light crop cannot get enough for their 
grain to keep their fam'lies through the 
winter. These men will have to be given 
relief, and in one way or another that will 
be done. It would be better to give this 
relief so far as possible through the pay- 
ment of a bonus on wheat, rather than as 
a direct hand-out; better for the parties 
concerned, and in appearance at least bet- 
ter for the country. 

Perhaps it would be possible to work 
out some compromise arrangement along 
the line of paying to the grower the 
“spread” of 17 cents per bushel between 
the market price and the 70-cent figure, 
with a limit of say a thousand bushels as 
the largest amount on which the bonus 
would be paid to any one grower. That 
would get around the difficulty cited by 
Premier Bennett, that a straight “pegged” 
price would help the large grower out of 
proportion to the small one. It would give 
the man who has onlv a thousand bushels 
of wheat an extra $170 for it, which might 
easily make the difference between keep- 
ing his family in decent comfort through 
the winter and letting them suffer actual 
want. And the grower who has only a 
thousand bushels to sell will need assist- 
ance to that extent, through some channel 
or other, in any case.

PROGRESS IN COMMUNITY SETTLEMENT 

In all the flood of advice and endeavor in immi- 
gration matters, the Commun-ty Progress compectit.on, 
oponsored by the Canadian National Railways for 
communities of predominantly foreign origin, is the 
first ail-round attempt to apply a measuring tape 
to the result, 

N.ne communities in the province—in nearly all 
cases the community was a municipality in extent— 
entered this competition of which Rossburn ‘is de- 
clared winner, w.th Steinbach (Hanover municipal..y) 
second, and Rhineland third. Of the thirteen in 
Alberta, Norma municipality is winner, with Licyd 
George second, and The P.nes third, Saskatchewan 
had eighteen entries, Edenwold be. the winner, 
Laird second, and Begevar third Ro sburn is largely 
of Ukrainian racial origin, although with a good ad- 
mixture of Polish; Steinbach and Rhineland are 
German Mennonite. In Alberta, Norma is Ukrainian; 
Lioyd George is Scandinavian, and The Pines, Uk- 
rainian. Saskatchewan's winner is a German com- 
munity; the second a Mennonite, and the third Hun- 
garian, 

The measuring tape had five divisions: education, 
agricultural development, citizenship (Le., member- 
ship in community organizations, interest in pubic 
hea'th and the like), arts and handicraft, and gen- 
eral, which left the judges some leeway for the aa- 
dition of what they considered con °tructive activ.ties. 
It is a measure which might w'th profit be employed 
by any community, Further, it is only fair to say 
that if s0 employed. there are many of the Anglo- 
Saxon commun ties which could not show any greater 
progress than these where the racial origin is so 
widely varied. 

The competition inaugurated by the Canadian 
National runs for five years. It has already proved of 
benefit to all concerned It may prove of still greater 
benefit if it spurs there communities on to grea‘er 
endeayor, an endeavor which wi!! be more fru tful 
since the standard is provided.

SOME DIFFERENT TYPES OF RHEUMATISM 


Still's disease is the name for a form of rheuma- 

tism which affects children from three to six years 

| of age. It seldom appears in nursing bables. The 
joints become swollen, sore to the touch, and have 
a very limited movement. The lymphatic glands all 
over the body become enlarged and there ts exces- 
sive sweating accompanied by a moderate tempera- 
ture. This may become very dangerous unless great 
care is taken to avoid adhesions and f.xation of the 


joints. Once the disease has subsided it is sometimes 
pocsible to loosen the adhesions by manipulative 
treatment, 


Acute rheumatic fever is most common between 
the ages of seven and twenty-five. The younger the 
child the more the heart is apt to be affected. The 
more mature the patient, the more likely that the 
joints will be attacked, This disease never appears 
before the age of two, and this should furnish some 
clue as to the cause of the trouble. It can be seen 
chat thls type of disorder occurs at the ages when 
the eating habits are being formulated, If the ton- 
sils are removed, there is a lessened tendency to com- 
plication of the heart and joints, but not a lessened 
| tendency to complication of the heart and joints, 
tendency toward chorea. Sometimes this disease 
may be present in a mild form w:th the symptoms so 
slight as to escape attention and is only recognized 
in children who have sore throats accompanied by 
growing pains. Nevertheless, the condition may de- 
velop into either valvular leakage of the heart, or 
chorea, or both. In adults the attack usually comes 
on suddenly with sharp pains in one or more joints, 
When several joints are affected it is usually in a 
symmetrical arrangement, with similar joinis on the 
opposite sides of the body being affected at the same 
time. There is some fever accompanied by a flushed 
face and perspiration with a very sour smell, Death 
may occur with an extreme rise of temperature un- 
| less the patient is given cold sponges, The heart is 
| nearly always damaged. 

Muscular rheumatism nearly always comes on 
after exposure to cold or muscular strain, but the 
system must first be saturated with rheumatic toxins, 
This trouble occurs principally in the voluntary mus- 
cles and may be evidenced by such forms as lum- 
| bago and torticollis. The pain becomes very much 
more severe with any movement of the affected mus- 
cles. 

Arthritis is probably caused by the same toxins 


as other forms of rheumatism, This truble is often 
brought on by an injury of the bone or a sprain when 
the toxins are already present in the system, The 
ecute type of arthritis occurs most often between the 
ages of twenty to forty, and in women more often 
than men. This is because women are more apt to 
suffer from intestinal poisoning than men because as 
@ class they use less exercise, In arthritis, the points 
are swollen and painful to the touch, The least move- 
ment causes excruciating pain. In this type of dis- 
order the joints of the extremities are most often af- 
fected, including the hands, feet, ankles, wrists, and 
knees. The temperature ranges about 103 degrees 
| Fabrenheit, If the disease progresses it may result 
in wasted and contracted muscles and fixed joints. 
The chron'c form of arthritis appears most often 
between the ages of forty to sixty, The anset is 
slower in the acute form, and affects the larger 
joints, such as the hips, knees and vertebrae. New 
bony processes form around the inflamed ends of 
the bones. and may cause them to grow together in 
a fixed position, Sometimes so many joints become 
affected that the patient is absolutely helpless.

Youth increasingly brings a mood 
of experiment and a sense of im- 
permanence to the prob’em of mar- 
riage, 

Heroes are made of the Lindsays 
and the Russells and their like 
when they paint dark pictures of 
the maladjus‘ments and miseries 
that centre in the institutions of 
marriage and divorce as currently 
administered 

A goodly number of the theorists 
who are proposing and evangelizing 
for all sorts of experimentalisms in 
marrisge and in family life are 
men and women who are crea‘ing 
a philosophy out of their personal 
twists of mind or misfortunes of 
choise.

more suited to manual work, Until 
some arrangement is made to accomo- 
date the latter group there will be 
dissatisfaction. Then, too, the speaker 
averred, there should be a reasonably 
fair examination for leaving high 
school, as the University wants 
know that only students of a certain 
mental calibre are coming to study 
there. There are, he stated, a great 
many boys and girls who would be 
infinitely better off never to atvend 
University 
THREE GROUPS OF STUDENTS 

In the University there are three 
groups of students, 1, poor; 2, good 
uJ, average The former group com- 
prises from ten to fifteen percent of 
the student body. They average from 
fifty to sixty percent in their examina- | 
tions, hence have to be given special | 
atlention, There is a margin of about 
ten percent between the standard of 
high school and University, Many who 
obtain about sixty percent at high 
school cannot pass their University 
examinations 
LEARNING SHOULD BE IDEAL 

For the better students, Dr, Wallace 
strongly advocated honors courses 
These students are blessed with ability 
that should make them the leaders of 
the next generation. They shoulda 
spend a longer time at the University, 
and take heavier courses than do the 
others. They should do much reading 
and studying aside from preparing for 
examinations. He regretted the exist- 
ent tendency to stress other things 
than learning as the ideal of the 
campus. Learning should be regarded 
as the highest achievement 

Options too, are in danger of be- 
coming a menace, for the student ts 
allowed to wander in his selection of 
subjects. The speaker thought that 
much difficulty could be avoided by | 


to 


the devoting of two years of the 
course to the study of four large 
courses The humanities, physical 


cience, biological science, and lastly, 
ocial science, If a student is better 
in any one of these than in the others, 
small groups would be organized for 
the intimate study of the subject. | 
Thus the student is concentrating his 
energies on that which interests him 
and will prove more useful in later 
life. 

In speaking of the professional 
schools, Dr, Wallace regretted that too 
often the student is forced to work 

» hard in his course that he has lit- 

» time for any outside cultural in- 
iorest. The school seems to provide 
only a material background; it re- 
mains for actual life to round it out 
into the cultured life 
SHOULD RETURN AT INTERVALS 


In of pr cal knowledge 
often many sidedne: is forgotten. 
Hence the professional man would 
benefit by returning at intervals to 
the university, to make himself 
acquainted with the progress made 
in his particular line of work sinc¢ 
his graduation. The great value of 
education, Dr. Wallace said in clos- 
ing, was that as we grow old:r, we 
have a greater mental zest, and more 
power of appreciation than we would 
have had without a university educa- 
tion,

However, the pres- | 
ent registration classifies about 83 per 
cent of them as city residents. 
Under the relief arrangement, the, 
city is reimbursed 100 per cent for all 
relief give to single men who are not 
classified as city residents. For men 
that are registered as city residents, 
the city is reimbursed 60 per cent by 
the provincial government, aided by 


An investigation has been made and 
it is claimed that many men admitted 
that they had given false information 
as to their length of residence in the 
city 

In Calgary, 97 per cent of the single 
men are registered as city charges and 
Mayor Andy Davison is reported to be 
strongly protesting against this con- 
dition, 

Since the relief scheme started the 
following number of mea} and bed 
tickets have been issued to single men: 
Meals, city charges, 16,921, cost $6,-
